Dyer wrote to the Presldent eomplaining
of psrsecution of CGerman-Americans In St
Louls by Government ofMnats, He quoted
as one Instance the case of Otto Sassmann,
St. Louls railway mall elerk, discharged
for “disloyalty.” Dyer found Sassmann
had been in the Government serviee for
sixteen years and had served In the Spanish
War, subscrihed for Liberty Bonds, ocon-
tributed to the Red Cross, and flown The
Stars and Stripes from hir home since the
declaration of wme with Cermany,

“Your letters st. ack a responsive chord
In my mind,'" the Prealdent replied. *1
have been aware from various sources of
the unfortunate position in which a vory
large numher of our loval fellow-citizans
are pinced because of their German orlgin
or afMlintion.

"I am sure they need no further assur
ance from me of my confidence In thelr
entira Integrity and loyalty of the great
body of our citizens of German blhod.

RUSSIA DISOLVES
FINNISH LANDTAG

Revolutionary Government Re-
fuses to Recognize Inde-
pendence Decree

PETROGRAD, Aug. 2.

The Provislonal Government has®refused
to acknowledge Finland's Independence law,
and has, instead, lssued a manifesto dis-
wiving the Landiag and appointing a gen-
wral election on Octolfse 1, deelaring that
the Government, when the Landtag meets,
will submit Its own law regulating Russos
Finnish relations,

The manifesto, which iz signed by all
ten Ministers, expounds the Provisional
Goverfiment's contention that Rinland en-
Joys Independence only within the limits
defined by hoer constitution, the essentinl
factor of which Is the position of the Em-
peror and Grand Duke, which has now
paksed to the Provislonal Government. The
Independence Iaw, the manifesto sayE, not
being submitted for the sanction of the
Provisional Government, us the authority
Inverted with the farmer Grand Duke's
right of sanction, Is unconstitutional, and
further dec ares that the Government ean-
not Urecognize the Finnish Landiag's right
\rbitrarily to seize the freedom of will of
the coming eonstitutionnl assembly,"

The fate of Finland can be decided only
In ngreement with the Russinn people, the
manifesto doclares

The Mintster for Finland teck the mani-
festa o Helsingfore and delivered It o
Governor General Stakovieh, who rend it
10 the Senate, after which he made a
friendly speech, In which he sald, "“This
manifesty the most democratle action
yet performed by the revolutionnry Gov-
frnment. for It makes Finland's people
mister of thelr own destiny. "

pect to ohey It It Is stated that the mem-
